The meeting was called to order at 7:30 PM by Club 
President Fred Wegmer (KL7HFM) 


Prank Drake (KL7IPV) reported on the recent flea mar- 
ket. Special thanks were given to all those who helped 
and made it a success. Frank also reported that although 
the final figures have not yet been determined, it is esti- 
mated that the Club's net profit will be about $2000. 


Fred said that the financial confusion over the rent 
for the flea market had been straightened out. Fred re- 
minded Club members to patronize George Norton's business 
(49'er Restaurant, gas station and car wash) on Northern 
Lights Blvd. across from Wards. George is the owner of 
the West Side Village where we had the flea market and he 
treated us very fairly and offered his services for next 
years flea market. 


Fred read a memo from the FAA that outlined some re- 
cent. public service work done by Alaskan amateurs. This 
service involved providing communication for two Wien flights 
and a medical emergency while the normal communications 
system was out, thus pointing to the vital role played by 
amateurs when problems arise. 


Dave Cloyd (KL7M) reported that the novice classes 
will begin on 10/11/79 at the Career Center at 7:00 PM. 
Volunteers are still needed especially some to make some 
brief presentations to the class on subjects related to 
amecaur radio and to invite the students into their 
shacks. 


Dave also reported that the Region 7 traffic handlers 
have made a special arrangement to be on 20 meters and 
adjust their time schedules for our benefit, however, 
Alaska: still needs traffic handlers. Anyone interested 
Please contact Dave (KL7M) or Tom or Mary Moore (KL7P, 
KL7Q). 


Dave reported that the Club was given a new Motorola 
VHF repeater (146.22/96) and that the VHF committee will 
meet to discuss future location sites. Dave also said that 
a 90/30 repeater in Hope is being considered but volunteers 
are needed to get the project going. 


Dave asked the Club members to let the Fairbanks 
amateurs know that we have spent a lot of time and effort 
to set up the Michimna link and we would like to see more 
interest. This may be the only link between our cities 
in the event of a disaster - here or there. 


Herb Rosenthal (AL7G) reported that he is still work- 
ing on the auto patch. 


After introductions were held Steve Norrell (KL7IYX) 
explained some of the new By Laws and changes to the Articles 
of Incorporation. This constituted a formal reading for 
purposes of our present By Laws. The actual vote on the 
new By Laws and changes in the Articles will be by written 
ballot. Fred (KL7HFM) directed that a ballot be included 
in the next news letter for voting purposes. 


Steve then presented a certificate of appreciation 
to several club members from Mary Hale (U of A Arts Fair 
Director). Steve said that our services were greatly ap- 
preciated by the U of A, 


Drawings for door prizes were then held and Wilse 
Morgan (KL7CQ) auctioned off a 2 meter antenna for the 
door prize committee. 


Betty Rhodes (KL7 AP) read the treasurer's report and 
results of the raffle at the flea market - a net profit of 
$910.60. Also Betty reported that our Club had 235 members 
as of September 1979. 


Fred (KL7HFM) reported that he will be taking over 
the Alaska SCM position in January. One of first acts will 
be to send letters to all ARRL members outlining how he 
thinks ARRL members should run their own affairs. For 
example, Fred wants to appoint assistant SCM's in South- 
eastern and the Fairbanks area so that members can be 
closer to the SCM or his assistant. 


There then followed a discussion on ARRL politics and 
various allegations made agains ARRL. The consensus of 
opinion was that the ARRL was not doing what we would like 
but it still is the only collective voice of amateur radio 
and perhaps it would be better to write letters to the 
directors (all 14) to express our feelings. 


Fred (KL7HFM) reminded Club members that there is an 
Alaska Emergency Freguency (4383.8 USB) that an amateur 
who is registered with the local civil defense organization 


may check into at 10 AM 5 days a week. This frequency 
also includes several other public services such as polic 
fire, national guard, etc. 


Fred (KL7HFM) also reported that he was planning on 
looking into the possibility of sharing some property wit 
the local Boys Club. A meeting would be held next week 
and more reports made after this meeting with the Boys 
Club and the property owners. 


There being no further business, the meeting was 
adjourned.
